ber, 1890, Dr. F G. Vincent went to 
the home of his wife in Fresno, Cal., 
from which he had been -excluded be- 
cause of his cruelty and debauchery, 
and on being granted an interview in- 
sisted that she should withdraw the 
complaint she had filed in a suit for 
divorce Upon her refusal he handed 
her a phial containing prussic acid and 
endeavored to force her to swallow its 
contents. Failing in this he deliberately 
drew a revolver and shot her to death 
An officer heard the shots and ru&hed 
into the house and caught him bend- 
ing over the body of his victim. He 
was hurried to jail and a strong guard 
prevented a mob from lynching him. 
He was convicted of the crime in 
March, 1891, and sentenced 
to be 


hanged m May of tbat year. The case 
was appealed and execution of the 
death sentence delayed until to-day, 
when he was hanged at Fresno in the 
presence of about 000 people. He as- 
cended the scaffold smoking a cigar 
and was pronouced dead thirteen min- 
utes after the drop

The passage of tho repeal bill is now 


assured. Possibly some one of the 
many amendments offered in the Sen- 
ate may be attached to it. If none of 
the amendments are accepted, the 
Voorhees bill, which pledges the Gov- 
ernment to the use of silver as money, 
may be substituted for the Wilson 
bill, which passed the House. It is 
immaterial to the silver men which 
becomes a law, as the Voorhees attach- 
ment to the repeal clause amounts to 
nothing moro than a platform plati- 
tude. 


The unconditional repeal of the pur- 


chase clause of the Sherman act will 
stop the purchase of silver and in that 
particular is satisfactory to the silver 
men who want the Government to coin 
silver, not to purchase it. But the 
coinage of silver dollars is suspended, 
and as silver bullion camuot be coined 
and there will be no demand for it in 
the Urited States, except for use in the 
arts and for export, the inference is 
there will be a decline in the price of 
the metal. This condition of affairs 
cannot continue a groat while, however. 
There is not sufficient gold to answer 
the requirements of commerce and the 
people will" not tolerate the complete 
demonetization of one of the recog- 
nized money metals of t^e world. With,

THE STIGMA O>" PAUPERISM 


CROWNS ITS HELPLESS TOTS. 


« 19 the Only country to Hie World VU 


MunMln'-s Are Uc-baried from rt»e 
wJr«.oMP-Tl»e«* Car,-Intruded to t*e 


Refined and Wcaltlij'. 
Thc-re is only one countiT' 


where orphan children and 
ere debarred from admission to t 
hotioc. It is iu Austria, which main 
f-iatto placo the stigma of pauperise* 
upon tho poor littlo things is to handi- 
cap them later on in the race for life ami 
bread and thus to lessen their chance of 
over becoming self supporting and self 
respecting citizens. That their reason- 
ing is just is shown by the results. 
Whereaa in Paris, London and Berlin 
tho majority of cliildren born in work- 
honses return years afterward to cue 
there. In Vienna it is a most unusual 
occtirrevco for a foundling or an orphan 
dependent upon public charity to be- 
come in old ago a charge upon the com- 
munity. 
In Austrian cities children of this class 


are boarded out in the families of work- 
men living in the suburbs at the expense 
of the municipality. 
But their caro is 


intrusted, not to the workhouse authori- 
ties, but to gentlemen and ladies of 
leisure, fortune and respectability, who 
practically become the guardians of tho 
little ones. 
Their charge is ? purely honorary one, 


and they are chosen 53 a rule by the 
burgomaster of the city or town from 
among the nobility, the retired magis- 
trates, the half pay officers, the rich 
childless widows and wealthy old maids. 
They bear tho title of orphan fathers 
and orphan mothers, and so honorable 
ia the position regarded by the popula- 
tion that the mayor never experiences 
any difficulty in securing the services of 
a, sufficient number of such official par- 
ents. 
During tho early youth of their wards 


tho duties cf these orphan parents are 
confined to visiting them at unexpected 
times and to keeping the people with 
whom they board up to the mark by 
showing them that the children have 
pov/erfnl protector.-,. Upon the official 
parent devolved tno responsibility oi' de- 
ciding tho ppLt-iiil calling in life for 
which tho youngsters show tho most apt 
itude, tho only stipulation made by the 
municipal authorities being that the boys 
should be taught some skilled labor or 
profession calculated to give them later 
on a chance of being able to support a 
wife and ianuly aud to lay by provision 
Cor old nge. When these lads go out into 
the world, it is to their" official parents 
that they turn ior a character, and if 
evil dayi come to them they appeal to 
their official protectors for help. 


It is an incalculable benefit for a boj 


who is just starting out in life to have t, 
man of position to stand by him and to 
speak to tho world in his favor, nor is 
there anything in connection between 
the two to ruffle the independence of the 
younger, for when once launched in life 
the elder stands to him simply in the re- 
lation of an old and tried friend, whose 
advice he may follow or not as he pleases. 


With regard to tho orphan or found- 


ling girls, they are mostly trained for 
domestic service, which, however, they 
iiro not permitted to enter before the 
igo of 14, and then it becomes the or- 
phan mother's duty to investigate the 
character of tho persons who propose to 
t-mploy her, to see that she is well treat- 
ed and eventually, when she marries, to 
ind out nbout tho man's reputation and 
is to whether he has the means of keep- 
ing a wife. 


Usually it is from her own house that 


tho marriage takes place, and at every 


i urn tho gill is made to feel tho advan- 
tage of having a Lidy of rank to whom 
ho can always appeal, who is bound to 
protect her, to defend her when wrong- 
mil y accused and to guard her as far as 
possible from evil 


Thanks to thes'.* wphan parents, heredi- 


tary pauperism in Austria has been 
practically stamped out, cud there ia 
uuc'h m the system that may commend 
tself to people on this side of the Atlan- 
Lic. Tho condition of the pauper orphans 
ind of tho foundlings now dependent 
upon tho public charity of this great 
metropolis would certainly be vastly im- 
proved and the f u i tu j prospects of the lit- 
tlo unfortui • i > icudered more promis- 
ing wer" 11 . _>: Jung citizens and their 
wives to f low the example of the people 
tu similar standing in Austria, and to add 
a new and useful interest to their lives 
by assuming the honorary and honorable 
office of orphan parents.—New York 
Tribune. 


A Stilt Race In France. 


A French scientific journal gives par- 


ticulars of a stilt race (course cl'echas- 
siers) at Bordeaux, in which Aime Mar- 
'•in, a young man under 20, beat the rec- 
ord by covering 440 kilometers (about 
275 miles) iu 76 hours and 33 mimites. 
His stilts were about 6 feet long and 
weighed over 16 pounds. His bare feet 
were not injured by the friction, and he 
Buffered no inconvenience. Another race 
of portanieres—that is, women who car- 
ry burdens on their heads—was won by 
.Margaret Pujol, 80 years of age. Hei 
burden consisted of "a basket laden with 
4o pounds, and the course was 9 kilome- 
ters (about 5$ miles), which she covered 
in 1 hour and 5 minutes.—Exchange.
